Boston  Pops  Conductor’s  Chair  and  the  Germeshausen  Family  Boston  Symphony  Youth 
Conceits  Conductor’s  Chair,  hi  Inis  first  season  as  Boston  Pops  Conductor,  Keith  Locldiart  led  more 
than  forty  concerts:  at  Symphony  Hall,  at  die  Hatch  Shell  on  die  Charles  River  Esplanade  (including  die  Fourth 
of  July  concert  for  a  crowd  of 325,000,  televised  nationally  on  die  Arts  &  Entertainment  network),  at  Tanglewood 
and  Great  Woods,  and  on  a  nine-city  national  tour  widi  die  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra.  In  addition,  he 
made  three  television  shows  for  die  PBS  series  “Evening  at  Pops,”  and  led  members  of  die  Boston  Pops  during 
die  opening  celebration  of  Boston’s  new  spoils  arena,  die  Fleet  Center.  In  December  1995,  Mr.  Lockliart  led  the 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a  five-city  holiday  tour  to  die  west  coast  and  made  a  holiday  television  show 
widi  die  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.

In  1989,  Mr.  Lockliart  became  one  of  two 
Conducting  Fellow's  of  the  Los  Angeles  Pliilharmonic  Institute.  The 
following  year,  he  moved  to  Cincinnati  as  Assistant  Conductor  of 
die  Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra.  Beginning  with  the  1992-93 
season,  Keitii  Lockhart  served  as  Associate  Conductor  of  both  die 
Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras,  while  also 
becoming  Music  Director  of  the  Cincinnati  Chamber  Orchestra.

They  represent  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  extensive  and  longstanding 
commitment  to  the  development  of 
the  next  generation  of  musicians  and 
listeners. 

The  BSO  offers  15  Youth  Concerts 
every  year  that  reach  40,000  school 
children.  The  concert  program  also 
offers  pre-concert  preparation  through 
Symphony  Hall  workshops  for  teachers 
and  the  distribution  of  materials  and 
recordings  prepared  by  the  BSO  Youth 
Activities  Department.  Many  players 
visit  schools  prior  to  the  concerts,  and 
the  BSO  provides  instrument  demon¬ 
strations,  tours  and  discussions  with 
the  conductors  and  musicians  immedi¬ 
ately  preceding  or  following  the 
concert.  The  BSO  subsidizes  the  con¬ 
certs,  maintaining  a  low  admission  fee 
to  keep  the  music  as  accessible  as  pos¬ 
sible.

The  BSO  joins  forces  with  its 
partners,  Boston  Public  Schools,  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music,  and 
WGBH  Educational  Foundation,  to 
form  the  Boston  Music  Education 
Collaborative.  The  goal  is  to  help 
teachers  enrich  their  classrooms  with 
music;  we  send  Symphony  members 
into  the  schools  to  demonstrate  instru¬ 
mental  techniques  and  we  provide  a 
variety  of  instructional  tools.  With  only 
one  music  teacher  for  every  1,200 
students  in  the  schools,  our  program  is 
a  vital  cultural  resource  for  the  children. 

In  its  Days  in  the  Arts  Summer 
Program,  the  BSO  hosts  400  middle 
school  students  from  inner-city, 
suburban,  and  rural  communities  at 
Tanglewood  for  an  immersion  in 
music,  dance,  visual  arts,  creative 
writing,  and  theater. 

Project  STEP  (String  Training  and 
Education  Program  for  Students  of 
Color)  provides  carefully  supervised 
music  education  for  minority  string 
players  who  have  the  potential  for 
pursuing  conservatory  studies,  and 
ultimately,  professional  careers  in 
classical  music.
